National Early Childhood Care and Education Council 
No. 1-1/2013-ECCE—The National Early Childhood Care 
Education (ECCE) Policy envisages a National Early 
Childhood Care and Education (ECCE) Council for laying 
the system of early childhood care and education in India. 
The National ECCE Council will lay the national vision and 
strategy for ECCE and would contribute to strengthen the 
foundation of ECCE programmes in India by establishing a 
comprehensive ECCE system. The National ECCE Council 
would be a national level organization under the Ministry of 
Women and Child Development, Government of India for 
providing systems of training, curriculum framework, 
standards and related activities; and promoting action 
research with an aim to improve the field of early childhood 
care and education. 

It will be initially an advisory and oversight body, 
gradually becoming an autonomous regulatory body for 
systemic improvements in the field of ECCE. National Institute 
of Public Cooperation and Child Development (NIPCCD) 
would play the role of knowledge repository for the ECCE 
Council and support initially with requisite support of 
accommodation and logistics. Similarly, Regional ECCE 
Councils may be established at the NIPCCD Regional Centres 
through synergistic partnerships with ECCE related 
programme system. State Councils for Education Research 
and Training (SCERTs)/State Institutes of Education and 
Training (SIETs) and Universities. States would also be 
encouraged to form State ECCE Councils to bring in systemic 
synergies. 

2. Objective 

The main objective of the National ECCE Council is to 
embed the concept and practice for holistic and 
integrated development of the young children in the 
age group of 0-6 years with requisite quality. This 
would be achieved by establishing a comprehensive 
ECCE system and developing an integrated framework 
that would contribute to strengthen the foundation of 
ECCE programmes in India by facilitating and supporting 
multimodal and multicomponent interventions; long term 
data collection and planning; and more efficient inter¬ 
sectoral service delivery mechanisms and platforms. 
The council would promote ECCE and related polices 
and advance evidence-based practices in families, 
communities and society at large including 
professionals and caregivers. It will also lay down the 
regulatory mechanism and ensure proper adherence to 
norms and standards in the early childhood 
development system and for mattters connected 
therewith. 

3. Vision 

To firmly establish evidence based concept and 
practices of early childhood care and education towards 
holistic child development by recognizing that child 


development is continuous and cumulative that follows 
a lifecycle approach. 

4. Goals 

• To promote shared responsibility of ECCE outcomes 
among responsible stakeholders 

• To ensure quality, make available evidence-based 
tools, resources, processes, methodologies and 
advocacy material 

• To develop, support and eatsblish systems and 
networks for improvement in all facets of ECCE. 

• To regulate, supervise and monitor ECCE services 
with a commitment to continuous quality 
improvement. 

5. Outcomes 

• Achieve holistic, integrated and optimal child 
development and prevention of development delays 

• Comprehensive and sustainable systems of quality 
early childhood care and education services 

• Improvement in public awareness and 
professionalism of ECCE sector 

6. Mandate 

1. Formulation of policies, implementation guidelines 
for ECCE programmes and services. 

2. Development, dissemination, application of 
knowledge of ECCE for strengthening and bringing 
in systemic reforms in ECCE. 

3. Explore new Strategies and alternatives and 
identifying ways and meens to scale and sustain 
innovations in ECCE 

7. Functions of the Council 

It shall be the duty of the Council to take all such steps 
as it may think fit for ensuring planned and co-ordinated 
development of early childhood care and education 
policies, frameworks and other provisions for the 
determination and maintenance of standards for ECCE 
and for the purposes of performing its functions under 
the national ECCE Policy, the Council May:— 

a. Issue strategic directions and advisories to the 
Government of improving the implementation of 
policies and in the matter of preparation of suitable 
plans and programmes of Government with regard 
to early childhood care of education 

b. Lead overall planning for the National ECCE Policy 

c. Lead and delegate all ECCE activities specified 
under the National ECCE Policy and ensure that 
they are well planned, implemented and evaluated 

d. Lay down guidelines to bring in equity and rational 
methods in ECCE service delivery 
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e. Ensure optimum ECCE services for all young 
Children 

f. Co-ordinate and monitor ECCE provisions and their 
access and availability in the country 

g. Examine and review periodically the implementation 
of the norms, guidelines and standards laid down 
by the Council, and suitably advise the institutions 

h. Encourage establishment of systems that reduce 
risk factors for ECCE and promote protective 
factors/measures for ECCE 

i. Lay down guidelines for compliance by ECCE 
institutions, for starting new programmes, and for 
providing physical and instructional facilities, 
staffing pattern and staff qualification 

j. Evolve suitable performance appraisal system, 
norms and mechanism for enforcing accountability 
on ECCE institutions 

k. Lay down guidelines in respect of minimum 
qualifications for a person to be employed as an 
ECCE professional at various levels 

l. Set norms and standards for play equipment, play 
materials, play space, furniture, books, children's 
literature etc. used by ECCE programmes 

m Take all necessary steps to prevent 
commercialisation of ECCE provisions and 
developmentally inappropriate education of 
children 

n. Advise on the development of training programmes 
on early childhood care and education for 
educators and other staff in educational institutions 

o. Establishing systems for providing effective 
coaching and peer-to-peer support for early 
childhood professionals 

p. Developing a vibrant, dynamic research network 
in ECCE across the country and an accessible 
knowledge management platform for information 
sharing 

q. Take such action in the larger field relating to 
ECCE as may be appropriate or entrusted to it by 
the Central Government, or in collaboration with 
relevant line Ministries and authorities.

The National ECCE Council will have powers to create/ 
constitute thematic/technical committees on themes as may 
be considered relevant, to build technical expertise and 
competence and to meet the emerging challenges in the field 
of ECCE. 

The Executive Committee will execute and implement the 
decisions of the governing (General) Council. It will be 
empowered to implement the decisions of the Council. It
